Blue Hydrangeas are not new to American horticulture, but most 
of them have been tender varieties grown in greenhouses, and oc- 
casionally planted in gardens.

Young trees tend to have a broad base and a pyramidal top, but when 
mature become round topped, like the American Elm. 


Highly satisfactory for both lawn and street planting. 


The Christine Buisman Elm is an European selection (from Holland) 
of the Smooth Leaf European Elm (Ulmus carpinifolia). Repeated tests by 
the United States Department of Agriculture show that it is highly resistant 
to both phloem necrosis, and Dutch elm disease. 


The testing was done under the direction of Dr. Roger U. Swingle, 
pathologist in charge of the Horticultural Crops Research Branch, Orna- 
mental Crops Section, Worthington, Ohio. On July 19, 1954 Dr. Swingle 
reported as follows: 


“The Christine Buisman Elm has been tested repeatedly for resistance 
to the Dutch elm disease and elm phloem necrosis since stock of the selection 
was received at this laboratory in 1946. We have subjected the tree to 
rather severe disease resistance tests during this priod and the selection has 
proven to be highly resistant to both of these diseases.” 


The Christine Buisman Elm has proven entirely hardy here in Ottawa 
for more than ten years and it has also survived the severe winters in the 
Chicago area. Mr. E. L. Kammerer, arboriculturist at the Morton Arboretum, 
Lisle, Illinois (near Chicago) wrote us on September 9, 1954: 


“The Christine Buisman Elm, about which you inquire, has been on trial 
at the Morton Arboretum since the spring of 1949. At that time five 18 inch 
plants were received from the Bureau of Plant Industry at Columbus, Ohio. 
All plants still survive. They are apparently perfectly hardy in this area.” 


In order to perpetuate its disease resistance the Christine Buisman Elm 
must be propagated vegetatively. There can be no assurance that trees 
propagated by budding or grafting on elm seedlings will be disease resistant. 
Be sure the trees you buy have been propagated vegetatively. We propagate 
ours by root-cuttings which are carried a season in pots and then transplanted 
to the fields. The accompanying illustration of Buisman Elms in our nursery 
will show you what sturdy trees we produce.
